Shaath said the authority council decided to ask “the World Bank to 
transfer aLl the funds of the donors addressed to current expenses and 
establishment costs to the Ministry of Finance instead of PECDAR," 
the Palestinian Economic Council for Development and 
Reconstruction. 

. Project-oriented PECDAR has been the preferred channel for for¬ 
eign aid, though Israel has supported Palestinian requests that more aid 
be diverted to the running costs of the PA. So far the World Bank has 
rejected this demand until the PA produces a budget. 

Justice Minister Preih Abu Meidin was asked “to form a committee to 
unify Gaza and Jericho laws” which are rooted in the different legal 
systems of Jordan and Egypt. He was also asked to “immediately 
suggest changes in the military orders,” the controversial system of 
2,000 regulations which Arafat “annulled” in a newspaper notice last 
month, but which legally requires Israel's approval. 

.To quickly add thousands of housing units in Gaza, it was suggested 
that any house structurally able to support another floor should be given 
financial incentives to add one. 

The oath of office for the ministers was administered by Arafat and 
Salim Zanoun, speaker of the Palestine National Council, before an 
imam, a priest and anti-Zionist Rabbi Moshe Hirsch. It did not include 
Fatah chief Faisal Hnsseini and four department heads from abroad who 
have not yet returned. • 

Husseini, who has been nominated as a ‘‘ministerwithout portfolio” 
(for'Jerusalem affairs), was not sworn in but attended the session, 
leaving his position in the PA ambiguous. Israel has said that it will not 
deal with any PA member dealing with Jerusalem. 

Natorei Karta's Hirsch, who said he was a “minister” but did not take 
the oath of office for religious reasons, wiQ not sit on the authority. He is 
an adviser on Jewish affairs, Shaath said.

Tawfik Zayyad was fatally injured 
in a head-on traffic accident near- 
Mishor Adumirn yesterday 
afternoon. 

Zayyad was apparently trying to 
pass a slower vehicle when be hit a 
van coming in the other direction. - 
The driver of the van, Abdalla 
Fouad. 49, also from Nazareth, 
was reported in moderate condi¬ 
tion at Hadassah-University Hos¬ 
pital. Mount Scopus last night. A 
hospital spokesman said Fouad 
was conscious and had a broken 
pelvis. He was being X-rayed to 
see if he suffered other injuries.. 

Knesset Speaker Shevah Weiss 
interrupted the plenary proceed¬ 
ings yesterday to announce 
Zavy.td's death. 

“MK Zayyad was a stormy and 
inflammatory fighter, fiery and 
with a poet’s temperament,’] said 
Weiss. "He represented the inter¬ 
ests of his constituents in this 
House and more than once his 
^powerful representation triggered 
• sharp debates. 

“However, that is the. unique 
character of Israeli democracy, 
that in this House political rivals 
sit together in an enlightened and 
sophisticated parliamentary de- 
; mocracy. fashion agreements and 
■ act according to the decision of the 
majority. I think that in the long 
run, the stormy and inflammatory 
fighters of this House go down in 
the annals of parliamentary life m 
a special and outstanding way. 

The accident occurred at 
p.m. as Zayyad was returning 
from the reception for PLO Chair¬ 
man Yasser Arafat in Jew*®. 
The 65-year-old MK was driving 

alone. . .

The cause of the accident was 
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MK Tawfik Zayyad, mayor 
of Nazareth. (IPpa) 

under investigation, the spokes¬ 
man added. He sharply denied ru¬ 
mors that “ninja” nails were 
spread on the road and caused the 
accident. 

Settlers .yesterday placed the 
nails on the Jerusalem-Jericho 
road to prevent Palestinians from 
going to Arafat's reception. But 
uo such nails were found at the 
site of the accident. 

Zayyad, head of the Democrat¬ 
ic FTOnt for Peace and Equality, 
was bom in 1929 and is survived 
by a wife and four children. He 
will be replaced in the Knesset by 
Saleh Salim, a school principal 
from the village of Iblin. 

Zayyad served as a member of 
the DFPE and its forerunner, Ra- 
kah, during five Knessets begin¬ 
ning in 1974. In 1975, he was elect¬ 
ed mayor of Nazareth. He did not 
serve in the 12th Knesset but was 
brought back by the party to bead 
the DFPE list in 1992. It marked , 
the first time an Arab headed a 
Knesset list dominated by the 
Communist Party. 

In the 13th Knesset, Zayyad, 
who was also a poet and journal¬ 
ist, became famous for Iris vicious 
clashes with Moledet MK Reba- 
v am Ze’evi. Once, in a fit of rage, 
he told Ze’evi: “I. hold your testi¬ 
cles and squeeze them tight. 
Ze’evi reciprocated by calling 
Zayyad a “drunkard” and “liar.” 

Hashem Mahameed, second on 
the DFPE list, said Zayyad “was a 
polar'of his people for many de¬ 
cades. He was not only a leader, 
he was also a teacher- For me, it is 
impossible to believe he no longer, 
exists."' 

Ze’evi said he did not *° 
relate to the personal rift between 
us but it is sad that traffic acci¬ 
dents take such a heavy toll. In 
these circumstances, we say:

MK HAIM Ramon -was finally 
elected Histadrut secretairy- 
general last night, after a five- 
hour judiciary cliffhanger 
which ended with the Jerusa¬ 
lem District Court rejecting 
the Likud's petition to delay 
the election procedures. \ 

Ramon thus became the first 
secretary-general in the Hisjta- 
drut’s 73-year history who! is 
not the leader of Labor's fac¬ 
tion, ending Labor's control! of 
the labor federation. 

Five hours after schedule, the 
Histadrut's newly elected council 
- or as many members remained 
in the Jerusalem International 
Convention Center - convened to 
elect the new executive commit¬ 
tee, which in turn elected Ramon. 

In his first speech as Histadrut 
secretary-general late last niriht, 
Ramon gave a stem and grimlid- 
dress. which sounded more like a 
warning. Ramon advised every¬ 
one to take him seriously, because 
“I meant everything I said. A jot 
of people said that I would fall) in 
love with the Histadrut assets once 
I entered office fand would not get 
rid of them]. They were wrong.” 

Ramon promised to restore the* 
Histadrut to the status it had lost, 
promising to run everything "ac¬ 
cording to proper • procedure. 
There will be nothing hidden or 
under the table, everything will be 
published and exposed to all the 
members. Ail the companies asso¬ 
ciated with the Histadrut wfll pub¬ 
lish their balances and reports as 
though they were traded on the 
stock market.” 

At 4:30 p.m. yesterday, Likud 
Histadrut Faction Head MK Ya'a- 
cov S hamai threw a bombshell 
into the Histadrut convention 
when he produced a court injuo- 
tion preventing Ramon's election 
for Histadrut secretary-general. 

.. The dramatic development oc¬ 
curred just as the convention Was* ~ 
about to close, after calling the 
immediate meeting of the new 
Histadrut council, which was to 
elect the new executive commit¬ 
tee, which in turn was to elect 
Ramon secretary-general. 

Ramon and Ram leaders, were 
stunned and Labor leaders filmed 
over Shamai's move, which dis¬ 
rupted the procedures and every¬ 
body’s plans. A frantic search be¬ 
gan for lawyers and the right 
people to send to court to get the 
Likud's case dismissed. During

the long court hearing on the is¬ 
sue, several delegates gave tip in 
frustration and left. 

Presenting the injunction, Sha¬ 
mai argued it was impossible to 
complete all the procedures of 
convening tbe Histadrut’s three 
major bodies in one day. unfair, 
and a violation of the Histadrut's 
constitution. 

Shamai explained that council 
members are not necessarily con¬ 
vention members, and calling the 
neat council - which the conven¬ 
tion bad just elected - immediate¬ 
ly after the convention meant that 
many council members who are 
not convention members would 
not even know that they bad been 
elected, and therefore would not 
be able to attend tbe meeting. 

Shamai said there was a reason 
for the constitution's insisting on a 
time lapse between the meeting of 
each Histadrut forum: providing 
time for informing the members, 
inviting them and preparing an 
agenda. He stressed the impor¬ 


tance odf sticking to the rules. 

Ram's MK Ran Cohen said the 
Likud was a partner to formulat¬ 
ing the convention’s agenda and 
knew of the intention to convene 
the council and executive commit¬ 
tee right afterwards. He expressed 
confidence that .the court would 
cancel the injunction. 

An angry Labor Secetary-Gen- 
eral Nisshn Zvilli then demanded 
that both Labor and Ram cancel 
all the coalition agreements made 
with the Ukudin local labor coun¬ 
cils and Na’amat branches 
throughout the country. 

. ZvilK proposed “the immediate 
setting up of a joint Labor-Ram 
committee, which would go 
through all the labor councils and 
Na’amat branches and find a set¬ 
tlement for the next four years 
which would ensure the complete 
power of the present coalition.” 

Zvflh formulated this proposal 
together with Ram’s MK Haim 
Oron. but Ramon was skeptical 
when be heard it and said ‘it 


would have to be examined." 

The faction bad a number of 
meetings scheduled for yesterday 
morning, and the members who 
arrived kept asldng where Haber¬ 
feld was (he stayed In his Tel Aviv 
office) and where was Zvilli, who 
arrived late saying he did not 
know that the meeting was moved 
up. 

Left without their leader, Ha- 
berfeld. Labor's Histadrut faction 
members felt lost and some said 
“wo -are orphans,” while others 
complained that they had no lead¬ 
ership and nobody was assuming 
responsibility for anything. 

An air of confusion and lack of 
certainty prevailed long before the 
Likud's injunction. 

The organizers tried, for the 
first time in this orderly institu¬ 
tion’s history, to convene its three 
major forums - the convention, 
the council and the executive com¬ 
mittee - all in one day. one after 
the other 

The results were a fiasco in 


which nobody seemed to be sure 
about the updated agenda. It was 
as if Haberfeld knew he would 
remain in office for one more day. 

Ramon was late, and President 
Ezer Weizman was angry. Every¬ 
one blamed the last-minute 
agenda. 

And through all this there was a 
feeling something was afoot, that 
the Likud would pull something 
out of its sleeve.- “When so many 
procedures are in violation of the 
-rules uiTd the constitution, it-was 
only, expected that this should 
. happen." one LaboT delegate said 
after the Likud obtained the court 
injunction. 

Long after Ramon was to have 
given his coronation speech, the 
delegates were still waiting in the 
JICC for the Jerusalem District 
Court to rule on the ■ injuction. 
Many had given up and gone 
home. Those who remained com¬ 
plained of the disappointing anti¬ 
climax to what was to have been 
an historic, festive day. 


Rabin: Histadrut elections put Likud in its place 


THE Histadrut elections, in which the Li¬ 
kud lost more than a third of its strength, 
“put the Likud in its proper place," Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin said yesterday. 

“(The Likud] will also be pijt in its right¬ 
ful place on the national level, in the 1996 
Knesset elections,” Rabin added. He was 
speaking at foe Histadrut convention in foe 
Jerusalem International Conference Center 
(Binyanei Ha’uma). 

Rabin was heckled by Likud delegates, 
who burst into shrieks and cries of “boo” 
and “Bibi, Bibi” as he entered the hall and

when he rose to speak. 

. Earlier at the convention, a brief fight 
broke out between Labor and Likud dele¬ 
gates in foe auditorium, when Likud Hista- 
drut faction chairman Ya'acov Shamai said 
that Rabin, “who shook foe hand of the 
master killer Yasser Arafat, wouldn’t con¬ 
duct negotiations with foe Likud for a His- 
tadrot coalition." 

Dismissing the interruptions with an an¬ 
gry movement of his arm, Rabin hit back at 


tbe hecklers, giving what appeared to be a 
speech for the next elections. 

“You want a showdown on issues? Be ray 
guests,” he said. “We will bring peace, we 
will maintain security, we will bring about 
economic and social development. We have 
already brought change, and we will bring 
about a more significant alteration at the 
end of oar term and we still have one and a 
half years to go.” 

Rabin's statements aroused stormy ap¬ 


plause from the convention's 1,500 
delegates. 

The prime minister went on settling ac¬ 
counts with the Likud, saying "I'm glad that 
80 percent of the Histadrut's elected mem¬ 
bers are among those who are our coalition 
partners on the national level.” 

Rabin also drew a round of extended 
applause when he said “I want to send my 
good wishes from here to outgoing Secre¬ 
tary-General Haim Haberfeld. But in de¬ 
mocracy ... be who gets foe majority gets 
elected. 


Rabin and Peres set for talks with Arafat in Paris today 


PRIME Minister Yitzhak Rabin, 
Foreign Minister Shimon Peres 
and PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat 
will bold a key meeting today in 
Paris to discuss how the interim 
peace accord shonld proceed 
throughout foe territories. 

The meeting marks the first Is- 
raeli-Palestinian summit since foe 
Gaza-Jericbo Accord was signed 
in Cairo two months ago and 
comes on foe heels of Arafat's 
high-profile return to Gaza and 
Jericho after 27 years of exile. 

All three leaders will be in 
France to receive the UNESCO 
peace prize, named after late Ivo¬ 
ry Coast president Felix Hou- 
phouet Boigny. The prize, worth

800,000 francs (NIS 450,000), was 
awarded only days after last Sep¬ 
tember’s landmark Israel-PLO ’ 
accord. 

While only an hour meeting is 
scheduled, officials said it could 
continue late tonight after a meet¬ 
ing with French President Fran¬ 
cois Mitterrand and a dinner given 
by UNESCO director-general Fe¬ 
derico Mayor. 

Some do not rule out talks con¬ 
tinuing tomorrow. 

The three will cfiscuss whether 
to proceed on one or a combina¬ 
tion of tracks to implement self- 
rule across tbe territories. 


There are at least three issues to 
be discussed - transfer of civilian 
control throughout the territories, 
redeployment of IDF forces out¬ 
side of Arab population centers 
and Palestinian elections. 

Under foe Oslo accords, Israel 
has committed itself to transfer at 
least five categories of social wel¬ 
fare spheres, known as “early em¬ 
powerment," but the question is 
whether this will be expanded to 
other spheres of civilian control. 

Sources say Rabin favors focus¬ 
ing only on foe five categories of 
social welfare for the time being. 

According to the Oslo accords. 


Israel has committed itself to rede¬ 
ploy its forces away from Arab 
population centers throughout the 
territories by foe eve of Palestin¬ 
ian elections. 

When asked yesterday if the 
Palestinians planned to bold elec¬ 
tions by the end of the year, chief 
Palestinian negotiator Nabil 
Shaath responded, “absolutely, 

yes.” 

In talks today with Israeli offi¬ 
cials, Shaath said Arafat will also 
call for foe convening of a four- 
party panel to discuss foe return of 
those Palestinians displaced by the 
1967 war. as called for in foe Oslo 


accords. Some believe Arafat will 
also seek to somewhat expand the 
boundaries of Jericho or deploy a 
Palestinian policeman on the Al- 
lenby Bridge. 

Rabin wrote a letter to Arafat in 
May. promising this can be dis¬ 
cussed, but officials privately 
claim it was done only to help 
Arafat save face, and no new con¬ 
cessions are expected. 

However, Arafat will not only 
press his case to Rabin and Peres, 
but is expected to publicly remind 
international donors that money is 
urgently needed in Gaza and 
Jericho. 


IDF to acquire more advanced 
rocket systems from US

THE IDF will purchase more Multiple-Lannched-Rocket-System 
(MLRS) batteries from the US in foe next year, a senior army source 
said yesterday. 

Following the Gulf War, the IDF made foe decision to purchase the 
advanced, system, made by LoraLLTV of Dallas. 

The MLRS, used successfully try the US Army during the Gulf War, is 
a multiple rocket launcher which covers an area, rather than a specific 
target, and is used against second-echelon fences. 

The IDF has already acquired a number of launchers, and the 
Artillery and Ordnance corps have sent a group of soldiers to study the 
system’s characteristics and operational aspects at foe US Army Artil- - 
lery School in Fort Sin, Oklahoma. 

The IDF how plans to purchase more launchers and advanced muni¬ 
tions, funding foe acquisition through foe foreign military funds made 
available through the annual $L8 billion US military grant to Israel. 

Every rocket:contains dozens of “bomblets" which penetrate ar¬ 
mored vehicles from above. •• . . 

The initial explosion of the rocket is activated by a pre-programmed 
proximity fuse. Once operational in the IDF, the MLRS will become an 
integral unit of the Artillery Corps. • 
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Small turnout for Arafat’s 
whirlwind visit to Jericho 
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FLO leader Yasser Arafat promised 
revolution in Jericho yesterday, but 
only in agriculture. He advocated 
“patience” and “unity” as the way 
to achieve a Palestinian state with 
Jerusalem as its capital. 

The speech at the Allenby Bridge 
bus terminal to a crowd of fewer than 
5,000 was general and vague, empha¬ 
sizing - as in Gaza on Friday - the 
prisoner issue and the release of Ha¬ 
mas leader Sheikh Ahmed Yassin. 

Arafat, who no longer plans to live 
in Jericho, visited the city for eight 
hours. The practical purpose of his 
trip was to swear in some of the 
ministers of the Palestinian Authority 
and to chair its first official mee t in g 
at a recently built structure designed 
as an old-age home and mental health 
clinic; 

Arafat arrived in Jericho on sched¬ 
ule from Gaza in a loaned Egyptian 
army helicopter, which gave him a 
view of Jerusalem - whoa he lived 
for four years as a child. It descended 
to the oldest and lowest city on earth 
accompanied by his Israeli helicopter 
escort, which circled the area during 
Arafat’s address. 

The audience was much smaller 
than expected, but nevertheless en-

thv fiu ffltfct, consisting mostly of young 
men who broke though a fence to get 
near the stage. One woman fainted 
after kissing Arafat, and Arafat’s 
hoarse voice was frequently drowned 
ont by the cheering crowd. 

Three hare dim were also on the 
dak with Palestinian notables and 
embraced Arafat. Rabbi Moshe 
Hiz5ch, the “foreign minister” of the 
radical anti-Zionist Natorei Karta, 
later said he was appointed tire Pales¬ 
tinian Authority's minister on Jewish 
affair s “in the de-occupied areas.” 
However, Nabil Shaath, planning 
minister in the PA, said that Hirsch 
was only appointed to be an adviser. 

Arafat’s speech was shifted from 
the municipality to the Allenby 
Bridge bus terminal for security rea¬ 
sons and to cater to the large crowds 
expected. When they failed to show 
up, Arafat placed the blame squarely 
ou Israel’s shoulders. 

“I demand from the other side 
equal obligations” to provide securi¬ 
ty for Palestinians as Palestinians 
have promised for Israelis. He 
blamed demonstrating settlers “for 


preventing our people from 
arriving.” 

Shaath attributed the smart 
crowd to logistical problems & get¬ 
ting to Jericho, which is not easily 
accessible to most towns without go¬ 
ing through Jerusalem, through 
which there is no free passage. Some 
older people from Hebron said they 
readied Jericho too late to attend the 
ceremony. 

Jericho residents seemed more in¬ 
terested in knowing when prosperity 
would come to the city than in seeing 
Arafat, and many of those who sell 
Palestinian mementoes like plastic 
flags and key rings preferred lo do 
business and see Ararat on TV than 
go watch him in person. 

One enterprising baker, Samir 
Sbaabni, designed a cake with a Pal¬ 
estinian flag on it, which he said sells 
“twice as fast” as any of his : other 
cakes. 

Arafat, who returned later in the 
day to Gaza, win leave by helicopter 
this morning for Cairo, then fly from 
there to Paris for a meeting with 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin and 
Foreign Minister Shimon Peres. The 
three are to receive the Honphonet 
Boigny Prize from UNESCO.

False rumor on helicopter visit 
to Temple Mount by Shaath

IN fee end, it tamed out to be a UFO 
at best. But tire alleged pre-dawn 
“sighting” of a helicopter landing on 
the Temple Mount set the rumor mills 
r unning yesterday. 

The stray originally became public 
after Likud MKYdroshra Mato told 
Israel Radio he received reports that 
PLO chief negotiator Nabil Shaath 
was secretly helicoptered to the Tem¬ 
ple Mount to pray at tire Aksa 
Mosque. 

Matza said he received the report 
from “reliable sources,” who said 
they saw the helicopter at around 4 

am 

Rumors than spread that Shaath 
had landed at Atarot Airport in north 
Jerusalem, and from there was driven 
to Al-Aksa. 

The sensitivity of tire issue of PLO 
officials being allowed to Jerusalem 
and the Aksa Mosque quickly made 
the story big news. Only later did the 
report turn out to totally unfounded. 

“In response to rumors that Nabil 

Shaath has tainted QQ the Temple 

Mountain a helicopter, tire ponce 


spokesman states categorically that 
there is no truth to tire rumors,” said a 
statement released by the police. 

“Furthermore, no helicopter has 
landed in tire Jerusalem area since 
yesterday [Monday],” the police 
stated. 

Wakf director Adnan Husseini, 
who oversees the Temple Mount, also 
said no helicopter had landed on the 
Temple Mount, and that Shaath has 
also not visited there. 

“Whoever is spreading such ru¬ 
mors is just trying to provoke peo¬ 
ple,” Husseini said. 

Asked about the possibility of 
someone clandestinely entering the 
Temple Mount, Husseini said it 
would be difficul t- There are both 
Wakf and police guards on duly 
around the dock, be noted. 

‘ ‘The gates [of the Temple Mount] 
are dosed at 10 p.nu, and only in a 
special security situation are they 
opened during the night,” Husseini 
said. He added that he knew of no 
such case that related to a clandestine 
visit

T.ending P alestinian h nsinessme n 
from around tire world are scheduled 
to attend tire conference in eastern 
Jerusalem. Several leading Israeli and 
Jordanian businessmen were also 
invited. 

Abdul Fattah Darwish, editor of 
the Al-Ra’ed economic monthly and 
conference organizer, said the two 
days of meetings were aimed at ac¬ 
quainting Palestinian businessmen 
with tire PA’s economy. 


“Our major goal is for Palestinians 
in the private sector to meet Palestin¬ 
ian economic officials, who will try 
to clear up all the questions about 
economic policy,” Darwish said. 

Several major PA development 
projects will also be presented. 

Darwish said he did not know 
whether Abu Ala had received per¬ 
mission from Israel to enter Jerusa¬ 
lem, although he hoped there would 
be no problem. 

“This is an economic, not a politi¬ 
cal conference,” Darwish said.

Nine arrested for blocking road to Jericho 


NINE people were arrested yesterday 
near Mitzpe Yericho on the Jerusa¬ 
lem-Jericho highway as demonstra¬ 
tors tried to block the road and keep 
Palestinians from reaching Jericho to 
see FLO chief Yasser Arafat. 

The demonstrators sat in the mid¬ 
dle of the highway, burned tires, scat¬ 
tered nails in the road and at one point 
blocked it with buses. 

Some of die demonstrators threw 
rods at cats bearing the blue license 
plates of the territories and broke a 
number of windows. 

Scuffles broke out between the 
demonstrators and police and soldiers 
trying to protect the vehicles, includ¬ 
ing six buses from Bethlehem. 

A few demonstrators yelled “Na¬ 
zis,” “perverts" and “Commu¬ 
nists” at the soldiers and the police. 
One IDF officer wearing a kippa who 
was trying to remove protesters from 
the road was taunted with shouts of 
‘Shame on you, take off your

Moshe EyaL a Mitzpe Yericho ac¬ 
tivist, said “a number of people 
joined us, and we canno t ensure that 
their level of restraint is the same as 
ours.

We definitely don’t want this type of 
thing to happen again.” 

IDF bulldozers eventually pushed 
the debris out of the highway to clear 
the road, and six police vans re¬ 
mained at the junction throughout 
much of the day to prevent a recur¬ 
rence of the morning's incidents. 

The incident at the Mitzpe Yericho 
junction was the worst clash between 
the police and demonstrators, who 
spread out and tried to block roads at 
some 19 different points throughout 
the territories. 

The police and IDF were deployed 
in large numbers at key junctions 
where trouble was expected, and suc¬ 


ceeded at most points in clearing the 
road with little trouble. 

Nevertheless, Palestinian leaders 
blamed the smallerrthan-expected 
crowd in Jericho on the blockades, 
with some - including Arafat - claim¬ 
ing that the army itself was keeping 
Palestinians from going to Jericho. 

The later claim was sharply refuted 
by both Prime Minister Yitzhak Ra¬ 
bin and the IDF Spokesman. 

One Palestinian who arrived in Jer¬ 
icho from Bethlehem said he bad to 
travel €0 kilometers to get there, hav¬ 
ing been told by the IDF at a number 
of junctions to use alternate routes 
into the city to avoid the settlers’ 
blockades. 

The police and IDF concentrated 
large forces in a few settlements, 
from which troops were quickly dis¬ 
patched to trouble spots. The parking 
lot of the Ma'aleh Adumhn commu¬ 
nity center was full of police vans and 
vehicles early Tuesday morning. 

At 5:30 a.nL, a few dozen Ma’aleh 


Adumim residents went to the Jerusa- 
lem-Jericlw highway, and - after . 
morning prayers - starting placing 
rocks and metal bars in the middle oS 
the road. ‘ 

The IDF quickly intervened and' 
succeeded in fanning a human chain 
to keep the protesters from surging 
into the road and blocking traffic. 

Scone pushing and shoving ensued, 
both between the demonstrators and 
the IDF, and the demonstrators and 
aggravated motorists - mostly jour¬ 
nalists trying to get to Jericho. No 
arrests were made. 

Only a few cars bearing blue li¬ 
cense plates tried to make their way 
through the crowd. One car with blue 
license plates coming from the direc¬ 
tion of Eizariya turned around a few 
hundred meters before the blockade.-

approached by a protester who told-?

Germany to mint 
Palestinian ID’s 

BONN (Reuter) - Germany is print¬ 
ing passports mid identity cards for 
the Palestinian self-rule areas in the 
Gaza Strip and Jericho, a Palestinian 
diplomat said yesterday. 

Bonn will pay for the documents as 
a form of development aid for the 
areas, diplomat Mahmud Alaeddin 
said. 

Alaeddin, deputy head of the PLO 
mission in Bonn, said Germany's 
state Federal Printing Office had been 
contracted to supply a first batch of 
passports and identity cards for over 
775,000 Palestinians in Jericho and 
the Gaza Strip. 

“There will be between half a mil¬ 
lion and a millio n documents at first, 
to be delivered in three months, and 
then we will see about more,” Alaed¬ 
din told Reuters. 

Alaeddin said the idea had come 
from the Bonn government as part of 
its support for toe autonomous areas. 

He declined to specify how much 
the printing job would cost, adding 
only that the PLO was cont in uing 
talks with the German Minis try of 
Economic Cooperation about possi¬ 
ble further orders.

ARABS whose property was dam¬ 
aged by Jewish rioters over the week¬ 
end in eastern Jerusalem will be com¬ 
pensated for their losses, Jerusalem 
Mayor Ehud Olmert said yesterday. 

Municipal officials pot the extent 
of da ma g e to Arab businesses after 
the anti-Arafat demonstration Satur¬ 
day night in the tens of thousands of 
shekels. There is still no estimate of 
the damage by the mob to over a 
dozen Arab arid American consulate 
cars. 

Olmert promised the Arab busi¬ 
nessmen compensation riming a tour 
of sites in eastern Jerusalem damaged 
in the rioting. 

He said he would ensure they were 
compensated because “as equal citi¬ 
zens, we are obligated to protect 
you.” 

He added, however, that he did not 
feel responsible for the rioting, de¬ 
spite having helped organize the mas¬ 
sive anti-Arafat demonstration that 
preceded h. 

The city has already begun esti¬ 


mating' the damage, and is to soon 
begin looking for sources from which 
to compensate the Arab businessmen. 

City officials noted that the state 
normally only compensated Jews in¬ 
jured by Arab extremists, and not 
Arabs damaged by extremists Jews. 

Setrak Balian, the 72-year-old 
owner of tee Palestinian pottery 
workshop on Nablus Road, said he 
was still shaken by the "sight of his 
store on the morning after the riots. 

“I just don’t understand it,” said 
Balian, whose works have been dis¬ 
played in museums worldwide. “We 
are artists, not politicians.” Dozens 
of pieces in a window display were 
destroyed by the mob, and at least 
two stolen, he said. 

Olmert said he “had condemned 
and will continue to condemn — the 
act of a number of hooligans.” He 
called on tee police to locate and 
arrest those responsible for the dam¬ 
age. Only one arrest was made the 
night of the riots.

The Histadrat health fund’s 
spokesman, David Tagar, said resi¬ 
dents’ free choice among insurers 
will reduce the disproportionate num¬ 
ber of elderly members in Clalit. 
Some will move to other health funds. 

For many years, toe smaller health 
funds, especially Maccabi and Meu- 
hedet, were reluctant to accept elderly 
and sickly members unless their chfl-

dren were already members. 

Tagar said that easy mobility 
among the funds will reduce the bur¬ 


den of chronically ill patients on Cla¬ 
lit “The other funds’ advantage of 
rejecting applicants with health prob¬ 
lems will disappear, and they will 
have to accept everyone who wants to 
join.” 

The Clalit nfffcini added that the 
smaller funds will, under toe law, be 
subject to supervision of the state 
comptroller, because their income 


will come from the National Insur¬ 
ance Listiiute-coUected health tax, 
and not membership fees. Until now, 
only Clalit has been scrutinized by 
the comptroller because it receives 
government subsidies. “The other 
funds have not been required to pub¬ 
lish their financial data,” he 
Tagar, whose health fund contin¬ 
ues to lose members to toe smaller 
funds, said delft's recently expanded 
basket of health services will be toe 
standard, and predicted its competi¬ 
tors will have to charge extra for 
some services because of financial 
constraints.

Apparently 
tins is not the first tune Bezek has 
sold used batteries oft 
According to Dr. Israel Barzflai, 


the bead of toe ministry’s hazardous 
waste department, the request for bids 
made no mention of the necessary 
environmental safety requirements 
for handling toe batteries. 

Barzilai said his enquiries last 
month “revealed hundreds of batter¬ 
ies like these floating around without 
their poisonous contents,” but he has 
not discovered where toe acids were 
poured out. 

Batzilai said each battery contains 
up to 50 kilograms of acid. 

In response, a Bezek spokesman 
said the company withdrew the 
tender recently and was preparing a 
new one. 

Meanwhile, Bezek has reached an 
agreement with the battery-producing 
company Tel-Ron, which is remov¬ 
ing the old batteries to factories li¬ 
censed to handle and recycle them.

US doses door on Haitian refugees 


THE Clinton administration, faced with a sud¬ 
den surge of Haitian refugees, announced yes¬ 
terday that they no longer will be given safe 
haven in the United States. 

William Gray, special adviser to President 
Clinton on Haiti, said Haitian boat people 
found eligible for refugee status, will be sent 
instead to camps in Panama. 

“Those boat people who are in need of 
protection will be given the opportunity to 
obtain it in safe haven camps,” Gray said. 

He said the first safe haven would be in Pana¬ 
ma and that agreement in principle also had 
been reached with the Caribbean island repub¬ 
lics of Dominica and Antigua. He said the agree¬ 
ment with Panama was for six months. 

The goal of the policy is to stem the flow of 
Haitian boat people, which has been steadily 
escalating since the United States began pro¬ 
cessing applicants for political asylum aboard 
ships three weeks ago.

A US Navy amphibious assault group of four 
ships will sail for Haitian waters today with 
2,000 Marines aboard, ready to evacuate US 
citizens should the need arise, the Pentagon 
said yesterday. 

The sudden additional deployment comes as 
the Clinton administration tightens economic 
sanctions against Haiti in an effort to force out 
the military leaders who ousted President 
Jean-Bertrand Aristide in September 1991. 

“They’ll steam out tomorrow,” Air Force 
Maj. Bob Potter, a Pentagon spokesman, said. 

“They provide the capability to evacuate 


American citizens and designated foreign na¬ 
tionals, if necessary,” Potter added. 

The sailors and warships had just returned to 
the United States on June 24, having just com¬ 
pleted their six-momh deployment in the Med¬ 
iterranean Sea, the Adriatic off Yugoslavia, 
and waters off Somalia. 

The move is also a display of US military 
force as the number of Haitian refugees contin¬ 
ues to mount, said a senior defense official. 

“This adds a significant amount of power to 
the region,” said the official, speaking on con¬ 
dition of not being identified by name. 

The new force is expected to arrive in waters 
off Haiti later this week, the official said.

French establish haven 
for Rwandan civilians; 
rebel advance continues 


GIKONGORO, Rwanda (AP) - 
Tutsi rebels advanced toward elite 
French troops in southwestern 
Rwanda yesterday, and the shell¬ 
shocked capital of Kigali slowly 
adjusted to rebel rule. 

About 500soldiers patrolled the 
woodlands around Gikongoro, 
which the French marked off as a 
haven for 400,000 refugees they 
estimate have fled to the area to 
escape ethnic massacres in Rwan¬ 
da’s civil war. 

Troops dug in mortars and how¬ 
itzers as Gikongoro’s mayor drove 
through the streets with a loud¬ 
speaker urging «*lm and telling 
panicked refugees the French 
would protect them. 

The Tutsi-led Rwandan Patriot¬ 
ic Front said it would not respect 
the zone, which cuts between its 
rebel forces and the last third of 
tiie Central African country con¬ 
trolled by the Hutu-dominated 
government. 

French President Francois 
Mitterrand insisted the rebel 
front “is not our adversary” and 
said France was not trying to 
keep the rebels from defeating 
government forces as it did in 
1990. 


“We say simply that there must 
be somewhere a place for people 
in danger to take cover. We ex¬ 
tend a helpful hand. Our action 
stops there,” Mitterrand said dur¬ 
ing a visit to South Africa. 

But he also said French soldiers 
would fight to defend themselves. 

Rebel leaders threatened to at¬ 
tack the French contingent, which 
moved in last week to protea ref¬ 
ugees and will reach its full 
strength of 2^00 men this week. 

“If the French stand in our way 
then it is the French who will have 
chosen confrontation,” the rebel 
front’s secretary-general, Theo- 
gene Rudasingwa, told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press in London. 

A column of an estimated 2,000 
rebels was on the march 20 kilo¬ 
meters from the zone, which is 135 
kilometers southwest of Kigali, 
French Capt. Jacques-Albert 
Roussel said. 

A French government official 
said in Paris'that some rebels were 
less than 10 kilometers from 
French positions around Gikon¬ 
goro. The official, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, said those 
rebels were not moving and there 
was no fighting. 



Genscher a Nazi? Former 



to save his reputation 


BONN (AP) - Hans-Dietricb 
Genscher, who helped reunite 
Germany during an illustrious, 18- 
year career as foreign minister, is 
fighting to save his reputation af¬ 
ter acknowledging he’s been 
named as a teenage Nazi. 

Genscher, 67, said the Nazis 
signed his name without his 
knowledge to a party membership 
list in 1944 while he was a 17-year- 
old serving in an anti-aircraft unit. 

News reports said last week that 
Genscher, who retired in 1992, is 
named in a vast archive of cap¬ 
tured Nazi documents that were 
returned to Germany last week by 
the United States. 

Genscher became West Germa¬ 
ny’s foreign minister in 1974. With 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl, he is 
credited with overseeing German 
reunification in 1990. He also 
served as the united country's for¬ 
eign minister. 

“At no time was he informed by 
the NSDAP [the Nazis], by the 
Hitler Youth or any other organi¬ 
zation of the Nazi state that he was 
made a member of the NSDAP,” 
Genscher’s office said in a state¬ 
ment issued Friday. 

It said Genscher was never in¬ 
vited to and never attended any 
Nazi party events. 

Nevertheless, commentators 
immediately saw damage to his 
reputation as one of post-war Ger¬ 
many’s most important figures.

Other places 
with billionaires in the double dig¬ 
its were: Germany, 42; Japan, 36;

GENEVA (AP) - In a concerted 
international push to end the war 
in Bosma-Herzegovina, officials 
from the United States, Russia 
and Europe met yesterday to ap¬ 
prove plans to split territory be¬ 
tween the Moslems, Croats and 
Serbs. 

Diplomats from the so-called 
contact group - the United 
States, Russia, Britain, Germany 
and France - made no comment 
upon arriving for the talks at 
Russia’s diplomatic mission to 
the United Nations. 

But a source familiar with the 
plan said the measures would in¬ 
clude lifting sanctions against 
Serbia if the Bosnian Serbs ac¬ 
cepted the plan and ending the 
ban on weapons sales to the gov¬ 
ernment if it agreed and the 
Serbs did not. 

The map, which has so far been 
kept under wraps, will give the 
new Moslem-Croat federation 
roughly 51 percent of Bosnian ter¬ 
ritory and Serbs the remaining 49 
percent. Bosnian Serbs currently 
control about 70 percent of land. 

Diplomats said leaders of the 
warring factions would be present¬ 
ed with the proposals early today 
and would be summoned back to 
Geneva about July 20 to give their 
responses. There will be tittle 
scope for any further negotiations 
or changes. 

The ministerial package also 
will be presented for endorsement 
at this weekend's summit of the 
world’s seven leading industrial- 
ized nations.

Driver: Simpson wasn’t at home 
when I arrived for airport trip 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The lim¬ 
ousine driver who took O.J. Simp¬ 
son to the airport die night his ex- 
wife and a friend were slain 
testified yesterday that he arrived 
early at 10:25 p.m. and did not 
find Si mp son or his car at home. 

No one answered when the driv¬ 
er rang the bell at a gate around 
10:40 to 10:50 p.m, driver Allan 
Park said yesterday. He was sup¬ 
posed to pick up Simpson at 10:45 
p.m. for a ride to the airport. 

Shortly before 11 p.m.. he saw a 
black man go into the house. Park 
said, and then a voice sounding 
tike Simpson’s came on the inter¬ 
com, said he bad overslept and 
just gotten out of the shower, and 
would be down shortly. 

Nicole Brown Simpson. 35, and 
Ronald Goldman, 25. were 
stabbed and slashed to death the 
evening of June 12 in front of Ms. 
Simpson's condominium a couple 
of miles from her ex-husband's 
home. The former football star 
has pleaded innocent, to murder. 
The purpose of the preliminary 
hearing, which began tost week, is 
to determine if he should be tried 
on the charges. 

The case has generated huge 
public interest because Simpson, 
who ended his football career in 
1979, remained in the limelight as 
a television commentator and ac¬ 
tor.^ The preliminary hearings 
have been nationally televised. 

Simpson’s lawyers have said his 
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alibi is that he was getting ready 
for his trip to Chicago that night, 
and then was en route to the air¬ 
port for an 11:45 p.m. flight at the 
tune of the deaths. 

A witness testified last week, 
however, that he heard a dog 
harking - apparently Ms. Simp¬ 
son's dog - at around 10:15 or 
10:20 p.m. If the killings took 
place at that time, the alibi wqubl 
be weakened. 

Park told prosecutor Marcia 
Clark that he didn’t remember 
seeing Simpson's white Ford 
Bronco outside the house when he 
came by one of the compound's 
two gates. He spent most of his 
time waiting at the other gate. 

Park said he arrived at Simp¬ 
son's estate about 20 minute* be¬ 
fore the 10:45 p.m. time Simpson 
had asked for a limousine. 

There was no immediate indica¬ 
tion when the defense motion on 
evidence, which had been sched¬ 
uled to be discussed yesterday, 
would be argued. 

With no eyewitnesses and no 
murder weapon, prosecutors have 
crafted a largely circumstantial 
case against Simpson that includes 
34 pieces of bloody evidence 
seized from his home and car. 

Defease attorneys are asking a 
judge to throw out that evidence, 
claiming it was improperly gath¬ 
ered by police, after the bodies of 
Simpson’s ex-wife and her friend 
were found.

US-Islam culture clash in Algeria 


A LGERIA is a real-life, 
strategically crucial test of 
Samuel Huntington's sug¬ 
gestion that, with the Cold War 
gone, a dash of civilizations is now 
what makes world politics go 
around. 

If Huntington is right in the 
make-or-break weight he aligns 
to cultural differences, then the 
US is going to come a cropper in 
its effort to nudge a reluctant mili¬ 
tary-appointed government in Al¬ 
giers to take in Islamic moderates 
in order to fence out Islamic revo- 
c luttonaries. These merely political 
' distinctions, it will turn out, don't 
much matter. Cultural es s e nc es 
do. 

But if Huntington is wrong, 
then the US can expect a major 
political payoff for showing that 
democracy and political modera¬ 
tion can in fact be firmly lodged on 
the far side of the Islamic civiliza¬ 
tion al divide. 

It is the difference between a 
world where American values can 
be exported with some assurance 
that they will take root and a 
world where America must hun¬ 
ker down and coexist indefinitely 
with remote and possibly hostile 
Others. 

The current Algerian test began

The resulting vio¬ 
lence has since taken 3,000 lives, 
created an awesome and deepen¬ 
ing national crisis, and brought to 
the fore the question of how to 
deal with a far-flung revolutionary 
I slam . 

This week Foreign Minister

THE chiding did not keep Dembri

extreme, and not defined by the 
slogan “one man, one vote, one 
time.” 

In theory and - in respect to 
Algeria - in practice, the Clinton 
administration has drawn a dis¬ 
tinction between moderates and 
extremists, and is urgently encour¬ 
aging Algiers to identify and deal 
with the former. National Security 
Adviser Anthony Lake has con¬ 
verted the theory into a broad 


outreach to Moslem nations 
and communities around the 
world. 

_ To Huntington’s finding of rivi- 
lizaiional fault-lines based on 
“faith and family, blood and be¬ 
lief,” Lake responds that a “devo¬ 
tion to family and society, to faith 
and good works fis] not alien to 
our experience.” 

The argument is, well, spirited. 
Where Huntington observes that 
in Bosnia, for instance, the West 
has foiled to do much for the Mos¬ 
lems, Lake replies a bit lamely 
that, anyway jthe US is “opposing 
hatred and Jhe use of force.” But 
whereas Huntington ticks off the 
American bombing of an Arab 
capital (id the Gulf war) over the 
protests of most Moslem govern¬ 
ments - a dash-of-cultures ele¬ 
ment - Lake stresses the larger 
unrty-of-cultures point of an allied 
coalition’s forceful resistance to a 
power grab. . . 

It is relevant that Huntington is 
a scholar and Lake a policymaker. 
For the prevailing idea of Ameri¬ 
can globalism - the idea that the 
US has interests everywhere - fits 
ill with the notion that the world is 
irredeemably and almost deter¬ 
ministically divided up into civili¬ 
zations that bump. The appeal of 
drawing a fine simply between re¬ 


sponsive and repressive govern¬ 
ments. whatever their culture, is 
that it provides a rationale on 
which to stay on the global path. 
Everybody except the thugs falls 
into the American circle. 

Then there is the "Iran syn¬ 
drome.” The experience of earlier 
American frustrations io Iran 
necessarily casts a shadow over 
any tendency to pluck “moder¬ 
ates” out of a revolutionary 
spectrum. 

The parts of Jimmy Carter's and 
Ronald Reagan's Iran policies 
that fixed on a search for moder¬ 
ate interlocutors - in the events 
leading up to the hostage crisis 
and in the Iran-Contra affair, re¬ 
spectively - were a disaster. 

Tbe lesson: rake it slow. 

Still, it’s healthy for the Ameri¬ 
can government to be grappling 
with the reality of global multicul- 
turalism. 

The trail was blazed by then- 
assistant secretary of state Edward 
Djerejian. now outgoing ambassa¬ 
dor in Israel, in a speech in 1992. 

The way to view Islam, be said, 
is not as “tbe next 'ism' confront¬ 
ing the West" but as “a historic 
civilizing force.” Our quarrel is 
not with any religion but "with 
extremism and the violence, deni¬ 
al, intolerance, intimidation, coer¬ 
cion and terror which too often 
accompany it.” 

True then, true now. Watch Al¬ 
geria. (Washington Post)

Some Syrians are even attribut¬ 
ing healing powers to the dead 
Bassel. A Syrian woman says her 
maid recently asked for a holiday 
to visit his grave at Qardaha in the 
north because she bad heard the 
sick were being healed. 

His death while driving in fog 
on the Damascus airport road 
came as a shock to most Syrians.

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The Russia-Syria connection 


O NE of the main arguments for reaching a 
quick peace agreement with Syria is that 
Hafez Assad’s regime can no longer rely 
on a Soviet “umbrella.” The cold war is over, the 
communist empire is no more, die only superpow¬ 
er is the US, and Russia — drowning in colossal 
economic problems - is out of the Middle East 
power game, say proponents of this thesis. A 
Russia open to the West and dependent on West¬ 
ern investments will neither incite radical regimes 
to wage war, nor provide than with arms, and 
would certainly not give them the diplomatic, 
political, and strategic cover in case of defeat 
One of the problems with this theory is that it 
presupposes a Middle Eastern reasonableness un¬ 
supported by recent history. Saddam Hussein had 
no Soviet umbrella. On the contrary, Mikhail 
Gorbachev’s Soviet Union joined the coalition 
against him. Yet he refused to yield to realistic 
considerations and fought a hopeless war against 
the armies of 28 nations. 

Now another factor challenges conventional 
wisdom. A little-noticed report from Bonn reveals 
that Russia is developing a new generation of 
ballistic missiles, more accurate and powerful 
than anything on the market today. Even more 
startling is the news that, despite its economic 
difficulties, Moscow is spending heavily to im¬ 
prove its nuclear warheads. 

There are many explanations for this conduct 
A theory now developing in American universi¬ 
ties posits that the world is witnessing the emer¬ 
gence of “post-communist Russian imperial¬ 
ism.” For its advocates, news of Large Russian 
arms expenditures is evidence that the arms race is 
continuing, regardless of the Soviet empire’s de¬ 
mise, and that Russia poses a danger to the West 
even if it is not nominally a superpower. 

Others think that President Boris Yeltsin is 
merely trying to placate the military establish¬ 
ment, to which he owes his survival in power. 
And there are still others who are convinced that 
the motive is purely economic: Russia wants to 
use the highly developed weapons technology and 


engineering skills of its military establishment, 
acquired over decades of feverish competition 
with the US, to earn foreign currency. In today’s 
tough market, government-subsidized, techno¬ 
logically advanced arms, manufactured by cheap 
labor, have tremendous advantages. 

It does not require an overactive imagination to 
understand how these developments threaten Isra¬ 
el. Since the end of the Gulf War, the Arab 
regimes have spent $60 billion on arms purchases. 
Unlike the Gulf states, Syria could not pay cash, 
and has accumulated a debt of over $10 billion to 
Russia. • 

Until recently, Moscow insisted that the debt 
had to be paid before more sales could be negoti¬ 
ated - which made Israel, aware of Syria’s eco¬ 
nomic pressures, hope that financial imperatives 
would slow down Syria’s arms drive. But Russia 
is now so eager to sell arms that it has canceled the 
Syrian debt, and Damascus can again become a 
prime customer in good s tanding. 

That Russia wishes to reenter the arena of 
Middle Eastern power politics is evident from 
recent Russian moves. Moscow is obviousfy be¬ 
coming less impressed by the notion that the US is 
the only superpower. As Edward Lutfwak points 
out elsewhere on this page, possessing an arsenal 
of nuclear weapons does not necessarily qualify 
its owner as a superpower. 

Recent debacles in Somalia, Bosnia, and Haiti 
indicate that the US has neither die inclination nor 
the will to act as a great power. Nor apparently 
does any of the Western democracies. That a 
Russia run by its military estab lishment would 
want to fill this power vacuum, particularly in the 
Middle East, is hardly far-fetched. 

What Israel must ask itself is whether the 
change in the world balance of power has indeed 
been unalterable and decisive enough to warrant a 
drastic change in defense concepts; and whether 
the e merging realities in the region make the 
re linquishme nt of strategic assets like the Golan 
and the Judea-Samaria mountain range seem like. 
a risk Israel can reasonably take. 


Baltic double-think 
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T may be three yearssince the Baltic republics 
won-their independence from Soviet domina¬ 
tion, but suspicion of Russia still lingers deep 
in the minds of their peoples. President Bill Clin¬ 
ton, currently touring eastern Europe, will try to 
persuade the former Soviet satellite states that the 
time has come to look west with hope and not east 
with fear. It will not be an easy task. 

Old habits die hard and while communism has 
fallen and governments have changed, many un¬ 
derlying structures and attitudes of the Cold War 
still remain. The sharpest reminder to the fledg¬ 
ling republics of their lost past remains the pres¬ 
ence of some 10,500 Russian soldiers in Latvia 
and 2^00 in Estonia. Russian troops have left 
Lithuania and those in Latvia are due to go by 
August 31; but there is no agreement on Estonia. 

The nervousness of the Baltic states is under¬ 
standable, but they have been less than reciprocal 
in putting their relations with Moscow on a new 
footing. If they expect Clinton to put pressure on 
President Boris Yeltsin over the troops issue, they 
also must be prepared for him to ask questions 
about the rights of ethnic Russians living in die 
new republics. This is a valid Russian concern and 
Yeltsin has yet to get a satisfactoiy response to his 
complaints that Estonian language and citizenship 
laws are discriminatory and that a new Latvian 


citizenship law passed last month will bar many- 
Russian-speakers from becoming citizens. This 
law has been severely criticized by the Council of 
Europe and the Conference on Security and Coop¬ 
eration in Europe (CSCE). 

If such measures are meant to be retaliatory for 
the former Soviet occupation of these states, then 
the Baltic governments are on the wrong track. 
There is no reason why ordinary Estonian or 
Latvian Russians, whose homes and families are 
established in these states, should not be wel¬ 
comed as citizens. The leaders of the republics 
should be aware that Yeltsin is under pressure 
from his own nationalist extremists over the treat¬ 
ment of Russians in former Soviet republics. The 
insane threat by Vladimir Zhirinovsky to irradiate 
the Baltic states with nuclear waste and reoccupy 
them certainly gives the Balts cause for grave 
concern about Yeltsin’s position. 

They are not helping Yeltsin and his reformers 
by choosing a surly confrontational attitude and 
taking it out on their Russian residents who want 
no more than to live in freedom. Nor can they 
expect Clinton to make Yeltsin’s difficult life 
even more difficult on their behalf before they 
have assured everyone within their borders of full 
civil and human rights. That is the quickest way to 
get the troops out

cently told the Knesset foreign af¬ 
fairs and defense committee. 

What could be more obvious, 
less arguable? It doesn't take a 
great analytical mind to under¬ 
stand Rabin’s point. Bat even so, 
it is worth examining bis inten¬ 
tions and drawing some 
conclusions. 

The prime minister himself 
went on to explain what he meant, 
adding: “The IDF is what controls 
the. Golan. Without the army, 
nothing there will be worth 

any thin g** 

In other words, the prime minis¬ 
ter of Israel, the leader of the La¬ 
bor Party, one of the chiefs of the 
Palmah (whose banner showed a 
wheat sheaf together with a 
sword) believes that settlements in 
tiie Golan Heights aren't “worth" 
much, and should be moved away 
from the front line. How far? 

The answer is interesting, not 
just as it applies to the Golan, but 
in a broader geopolitical context. 

We have kibbutzim on borders 
with other confrontation states. 
What do we do with the cbildFeh's 
houses on those front lines? Move 
them? How far? 

Take, for example, the chil¬ 
dren’s houses of Manara and Han- 
ita. Should they remain where 
they are? 

Are these two kibbutzim 
“worth" it from a security point of 
view? Do the all-too-frequent ex¬ 
changes of fire around them mean

poses to each other. 

But he can’t stop just where it is 
politically convenient. 

If there really is a conflict of 
interest here, it will be visible ev¬ 
erywhere, including every settle¬ 
ment feat went up before June 
1967. After all, their infants are no 
better fighters than other infants. 
Their contribution to national se¬ 
curity is no greater. We must get 
diem off the front line too, and the 
sooner the better. 

AND WE might also ask the 
prime minister: Just bow do you 
plan to make use of the IDF forces 
dong the Golan border? 

It is dear as day that all Rabin’s 
talk about evacuating settlements 
from the Golan steins from his 


desire to placate the Syrians. 

But what have the Syrians 
t hemse lves to say about tins? All 
die signs indicate that they will not 
tolerate any Israeli presence on 
the Golan, whether children's 
bouses or military outposts. 

Syrian opposition to our trac¬ 
tors is no less forceful than their 
opposition to our tanks and mis¬ 
sies. Their demand for withdraw¬ 
al isn’t limited to settlements. 

In these circumstances, Rabin’s 
statement denigrating the settle¬ 
ments is tantamount to an an¬ 
nouncement that Israel is pre¬ 
pared to relinquish any position 
on the Golan Heights. 

In other words, Rabin is selling 
us a strategy that exists nowhere 
but in a Chagall painting. The IDF 
forces that he wants to use against 
Syria must hover somewhere in 
the air. The soldiers who are to 
provide “worthwhile” control on 
the Golan are not to touch the 
ground. 

In short, in his simplistic state¬ 
ment about kibbutz children's 
houses, Rabin isn’t saying that 
tanks will replace settlements on 
the Golan Heights. He is saying 
there will be a complete 
capitulation. 

In addition, be is delegirimizing 
the entire Zionist settlement 
endeavor. 

Is this what he meant during the 
election campaign, when he 
pledged to introduce a new order 
of priorities?

I T isn’t just President Clinton 
who has backed away from 
armed confrontation over Ko¬ 
rea, Haiti, Somalia and Bosnia, 
but American society. 

The world wants the US to act 
as a Great Power. But Americans 
decline the honor. They aren’t 
willmg to pay the price in blood. 

During much of the Cold War, 
as before it, local and regional 
conflicts were often instigated, or 
at least encouraged and materially 
supported, by rival great powers. 
Now, by contrast, it is tbe absence 
of functioning great powers that is 
the cause of the world’s inability 
to cope not only with aggressive 
small powers such as Serbia and 
secessionists of aU kinds, but even 
with rampaging armed bands. 

By tbe classic definition, great 
powers were states strong enough 
to wage war successfully on their 
own, i.e., without allies. That dis¬ 
tinction is now outdated. 

The issue today isn’t whether 
war can be waged with or without 
allies, but whether it can be waged 
at all. For, it turns out, all along 
there was a tacit precondition to 
great-power status: a readiness to 
use force whenever it was advan¬ 
tageous to do so, accepting the 
resulting combat casualties with 
equammity-so long as their num¬ 
ber was not disproportionate. 

In die past, great powers would 
normally be able to rely on intimi¬ 
dation rather than actual combat 
because it was taken for granted 
that they would use force when 
called for. Nor did a great power 
conceive of fimiting its use of force 
to situations in which genuinely 
“vital” interests, i.e., survival in¬ 
terests, were at stake. 

Great powers could remain 
“great” only if they were seen to 
be willing and able to use force to 
protect interests far from vital. 

The Somalia debacle, precipi¬ 
tated by the loss of 18 US soldiers, 
and the hasty retreat of tbe USS 
Harlan County when challenged 
by a small group of armed Haitian 
thugs, exposes the unreality of tbe 
great-power concept in our own 
days. 

The condition is far from exclu¬ 
sively American. Most recently, 
Britain and France (not to men¬ 
tion Germany) flatly refused to 
risk their forces to resist aggres¬ 
sion in the former Yugoslavia.

dren to disease, tbe loss of one 
more youngster in war had a dif¬ 
ferent meaning. 

In today’s families, with their 
two or three children, all of whom 
are expected to survive, each child 
represents a larger share of the 
family’s emotional economy. 

IF LIVES can be placed at risk only 
in situations already dramatically 
prominent on tbe national scene, 
that in itself already rules out the 
most efficient uses of force - earlier 
rather later, to prerent escalation 
rather than fight it at full Strength- 

More important, to use force 
only if there is an immediately 
compelling justification suits only 
threatened small powers. A great 
power, if it Is to protea allies, 
diems and kmger-range global in¬ 
terests. must risk combat in situa¬ 
tions in which it is not compelled 
to fight. And that is the choice 
now denied by the fear of casual¬ 
ties. 

Much can be done by air power 
with few lives at risk, and sea pow¬ 
er too can be useful at times. Also, 
we already have some robotic 
weapons and will have more. But 
Bosnia, Somalia, Haiti and now 
North Korea remind us that the 
typical great power business of 
“restoring order" still requires

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ground forces. 

Unless we are content to cohab¬ 
it with chronic disorder and wide¬ 
spread violence, a synthetic ver¬ 
sion of great-power “law and 
order” interventionism will have 
to be invented. 

The remedies we already have 
are certainly inadequate. Power¬ 
fully equipped armed forces are 
ineffectual when intimidation fails 
and we stfll refuse to fight. And 
our ability to intimidate will surely 
decline as word of our reluctance 
to act spreads. 

We are therefore left with two 
rather improbable schemes. Both 
circumvent the societal refusal to 
accept the casualties of war. Both 
could be organized. Yet both 
would be furiously opposed by our 
military establishment, and unde¬ 
niably have unpleasant moral con¬ 
notations. , 

One scheme would be to copy 
the Gurkha model, recruiting 
troops in some suitable region 
abroad, if not Nepal itself. They 
would be mercenaries of course, 
but they could be of high quality, 
and a common ethnic origin would 
assure their basic cohesion. In 
practice, our Gurkhas would pro¬ 
vide tbe infantry units, with “na¬ 
tive” US forces providing the 
more technical forms of combat 
support that carry smaller risks 
and fewer casualties. 

The alternative is to copy the 
Foreign Legion model, with US- 
officered units manned by “de¬ 
nationalized” individual volun¬ 
teers, perhaps attracted by the 
offer of US citizenship after a giv¬ 
en term of service. 

Under both schemes, political 
responsibility for any casualties 
would be much reduced, even if 
not entirely eliminated. The US, 
by the way, did raise ethnic merce¬ 
nary units in Indochina, with rath¬ 
er good results, and did recruit 
individual foreign volunteers for 
Europe-based Special Forces. So 
neither scheme is as outlandish or 
unprecedented as it may seem.

Gone, said several of the 225 profes¬ 
sionals attending the gathering, is the 
one-dimensional image of the cantor as 
entertainer, as the prayer service’s cen¬ 
tral figure regaling worshippers with an 
operatic, solemn voice. 

“I think what you’re seeing in the 
cantorate today is a shift in the role of 


the cantor,” said Howard Stahl, ACCs 
executive vice-president and the cantor 
at Temple Israel in Lawrence, New 
York. 

“In the past, the role of the cantor was 
to daven [pray], to perform life-cycle 
events. Today, involvement in commu¬ 
nal life is so much broader. You have 
cantois who are teaching - bar mhzva. 
adult education, youth programs, coun¬ 
seling. There’s a cross-pollination in the 
involvement of cantors overlapping 
many roles.” 

So for people who snidely ask. “What 
do can tore do between Sunday and Fri¬ 
day?” the answer, Stahl said, is “about 
60 to 70 percent of what they are en¬ 
gaged to do.” 

SOME BELIEVE the shifting role can 
be traced to changes in the Reform syna¬ 
gogue experience. 

According to Axe, when American 
Reform Judaism began expanding in the 
mid-19th century, it shunted cantors 
aside, favoring the Christian, choir-fo¬ 
cused model. Instead of cantors, rabbis 


would lead prayers. But less than 50 
years ago, she said, there was a string 
bade to tradition, albeit with a new ap¬ 
proach - cantors inviting worshippers to 
participate in the singing. 

“In the middle of this century, we had 
a yearning to be who we are as Jews; we 
didn’t have to be ashamed of being Jew¬ 
ish,” Axe said. “The development of the 
current-day cantor is part of that. The 
people we are. are uniquely qu alifi ed to 
help people connect to their Jewish 
souls.” "v. 

Consequently, cantors in the Reform 
movement today are being taught Bible, 
Midrash - and counseling. Such courses 
of study are quite a departure from the 
“old days, [when] anybody with a pleas¬ 
antly trained voice would call themselves 
a hazan,” said Richard Botton of New 
York’s Central Synagogue. 

Axe described herself as “a perfect 
example” of the changes. A 29-year-old 
music teacher in the late 1970s, she de¬ 
rided - it was “like a lightning bolt” - to 
enter cantorial school to do “what I 
should be doing.”

Like Axe, the handful of students now 
graduating each year from Hebrew 
Union College's School of Sacred Music 
“are more mature in their life experi¬ 
ence. and that's impacted on who the 
cantors are today,” she said. 

Not only rabbis, but canton, too, are 
bringing their experience to bear on con¬ 
temporary threats to Jewish life such as 
assimilation, intermarriage and Jewish 
illiteracy. But they are also confronted 
with the inroads popular culture has 
made into the area of liturgical music. 

“One problem is the commercializa¬ 
tion of Jewish liturgical music and the 
other is the decline of quality and stan¬ 
dards of the music, going for a common 
denominator of music that is easily ac¬ 
cessible ” said Sam Saigon, a veteran 
composer who is musical director of a 
Dallas synagogue, though not a cantor. 

“One thing cantors and musical direc¬ 
tors need to do is to insist on quality in 
the worship service, and not capitulate 
totally to this demand for easy listening 
all the time,” he said. “I think congre¬ 
gants respond when they hear things that 
have a spiritual core at a high level.” 

Others, such as New York cantor 
Oreeo Zeitlin, maintained that just as 
cantors adapt to a changing world, so too 
must the music bend to new realities. 

“As cantors.'it's our job to find the 
best music we have ... to suit the needs 
of our congregations. 

“In every generation, you have to re¬ 
discover the Torah.— Each generation 
has to find the meaning for it. If we use 
the same music as in the Middle Ages, it 
won’t be appropriate.”

time,” Shlomo told Wolf.

“Nina has been doing very well 
at Mesila, but when she saw her 
stepfather being detained, she lost 
her cool.” 

Mesila is home to 24 teenage 
girls who have lost their cool to 
the extent that a court sent them 
there. Some have criminal back¬ 
grounds. The Joint, which is cele¬ 
brating its 80th anniversary this 
year, is assisting the Labor and 
Social Welfare Ministry in im¬ 
proving conditions at the 
institution. 


The 24 girls currently at Mesila 
- a former British Army recrea¬ 
tion center and later a locked facil¬ 
ity for delinquent boys located just 
outside Jerusalem - include two 
Russian immigrants and an 
Ethiopian. 

The Joint last year began work¬ 
ing with the staff on special train¬ 
ing projects, as well as helping 


improve the administration of the 
facility. It has expanded its in¬ 
volvement to include a project for 
a three-staged program for delin¬ 
quent girls aged 13 to 17. 

At the top of the list is the con¬ 
struction of a locked facility, ac¬ 
cording to Trion Gabay, head of 
development in the education and 
regional project division of the 


JDC-Isracl. 

“There is no answer today for 
girls who are in a bad situation 
who need a locked facility. There 
is none today in Israel,” Gabay 
said. 

“There are 50 girls each year 
who need a locked facility.... If 


you don’t place them in a locked 
facility, they can’t begin the pro¬ 
cess of rehabilitation.” 

The ultimate goal is a three¬ 
tiered program beginning with a 
locked institution for the first six 
months, then a partially open one, 
such as Mesila, and finally shared 
apartments in the city. 

Gabay expects construction of 
the locked facility to begin next 
year and be completed in 1996. 
The cost of the total project is 
estimated at S3 million; Gabay 
said the Joint has promised to try 
to find donors foi Sim. 

IT IS early morning. The girls 
have tidied their rooms. The bed¬ 
ding has been folded, the shoes 
put in neat lines under the sofa 
beds (three to a room) and bal¬ 
loons bang from the poster-cov¬ 
ered walls. 

In a classroom, those not in the 
dance group are woriring on a

Recalling 
rescue 
by US Joint 

A document that signaled a 
watershed change in the 
attitude of key American 
Jewish leaders toward the effort to 
smuggle Jews to Palestine after 
World War II was presented last 
week to Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin. 

The document records a pledge 
of SI million by the American 
Joint Distribution Committee to 
help finance both the “Briha,” the 
underground railroad that 
brought some 200,000 displaced 
Jews across the borders of postwar 
Europe, and Aliya Bet, the “ille¬ 
gal” transport of refugees by ship. 

The three-page document was a 
secret memorandum of a conver¬ 
sation between Joseph Schwartz, 
'•<who headed ffie’-Eurdpehn dpera- 
-»»tion of the American Joint, and 
Eliezer Kaplan of the Jewish 
Agency. It was presented to Rabin 
by tbe president of-the Joint, Mil- 
ton Wolf, at a ceremony marking 
tbe organization's 80th birthday. 

A humanitarian agency assist-: 
ing Jews since World War I, the 
Joint was not a Zionist organiza¬ 
tion and some of its leaders were 
even anti-Zionist. The board was 
therefore reluctant when 
Schwartz, an eyewitness to the, 
plight of tbe European Jewish surv 
vivors, pressed it to allocate funds 
to the Briha and Aliya Bet. 

“Some of the people on the 
board were uncomfortable with 
the word ‘illegal.’ ” recalled 
Ralph Goldman, former executive 
vice-president of the organization. 

A threat by Schwartz to resign 
brought him the backing be 
sought, and Joint money became a 
major factOT in foe clandestine 
movement of Jews to Palestine. 

Wolf noted that Rabin was at 
foe time a member of the Palmah, 
which provided key figures in tbe 
operation.

Clal Insurance appeals

CLAL Insurance yesterday ap¬ 
pealed to the Supreme Court 
against the liquidation plan for de¬ 
funct insurance giant Hassneh, ar¬ 
guing it should have the right to 
offset Hassneh's debts to it against 
its debts to Hassneh. 

The plan, approved by the Tel 
Aviv district court in May, specifi¬ 
cally stated that no such offsets 
would be permitted. Therefore, 
Clal must still pay the approxi¬ 
mately NIS 2 million it owes Hass¬ 
neh, even though it will be getting 
only a fraction of the NIS 9m. 
which Hassneh owes it. 

As a creditor, Clal would at best 
receive only 30 percent of the 
money it is owed. However, the 
plan provides only for the repay¬ 
ment of those debts which appear 
on Hassneh's books - and Hass¬ 
neh's debt to Clal does not appear 
on the books. It is the product of a 
“stop-loss” agreement, whereby 


Hassneh served as Clal's reinsur¬ 
er, covering 70% of any claims 
over and above a certain figure. 
Since Clal submitted its daims to 
Hassneh on a half-yearly basis, no 
claim bad been submitted at 
the time of the collapse for 
the few months prior to the 
collapse. 

Clal therefore asked the Su¬ 
preme Court to allow it to not pay 
its debt to Hassneh. The right to 
offset debts, argued attorneys 
Ya’acov Weinrot, Boaz Ben-Tzur 
and Anat Gal-On in their appeal, 
is mandated by law, and therefore 
cannot be set aside by a court- 
approved liquidation plan. 

Should the court fail to accept 
this argument. Gal asked the 
court to put it in the 
same category as large insurees 
and foreign reinsurers, who mil 
receive 50% of what they are 
owed. 


‘El A1 has no charter policy’

TWO customers can buy tickets at 
the same travel agency - one for a 
charter flight and the other for a 
scheduled airline - and then find 
they are on the same El A1 flight, 
according to Danny Chrost, direc¬ 
tor of the Travel Agents 
Assodation. 

The difference in price between 
the two tickets could be as much 
as 10 percent, Chrost sard. As a 
result, the travel agent, who 
has no way of knowing in advance 
that the two will be flying togeth¬ 
er, loses credibility with the 
client. 

“El A1 has to dedde whether it 
wants to compete with charters or 
join them. At the moment, it has 
no set policy on charters,” Chrost 
said. 

He added that the association is 
fighting the national airline's poli¬ 
cy of giving some agents “signifi¬ 
cant" discounts for specific 
groups, including kibbutz mem¬ 


bers, haredim and army pension-, 
ers. 

Chrost said that assodation rep¬ 
resentatives met with El A1 Direc¬ 
tor Yitzhak Meirovitch, who said 
he would deal with the issues. 

However, El A1 Spokesman 
Nachman Kleinian said yesterday 
the main problem fadngthe travel 
agents, tike others in the travel 
industry, was increased competi¬ 
tion leading to lower profits. 

Kleiman said El A1 has given, 
and would continue to give, dis¬ 
counts to any large group which 
asked for a reduction. 

The recent competition in the 
industry, between both airlines 
and tour operators, comes follow¬ 
ing estimates made eight months 
ago of a 15-20% increase in the 
number of travelers. The increase 
did not materialize, and now all 
airlines are trying to fill the large 
number of empty seats, Kleiman 
said.

cessity, and therefore die expro¬ 
priation was legal. The dispute 
evolved since the authority want¬ 
ed to confiscate an additional 350

tion center, a shopping mall, park¬ 
ing lots and other structures. 
These are not “public necessi¬ 
ties,” Mehadrin argued, and 
therefore the confiscation of this 
additional land was illegal

Panel: Gass action suit bill won’t 
apply to banks, insurance firms

A BILL to permit class action 
suits against companies will not 
apply to banks and insurance com¬ 
panies, the Knesset economics 
committee decided yesterday, be¬ 
cause the government has threat¬ 
ened to delay or even torpedo the 
bill if it does. 

Currently, the only class action 
suits allowed are those by share¬ 
holders against their company. Two 
weeks ago, the committee ap¬ 
proved an Industry and Trade Min¬ 
istry-sponsored bin permitting con¬ 
sumers or consumer organizations 
to initiate such suits as well The 
panel, however, delayed sending 
the bill to the plenum for its second 
and third readings in order to con- 
sder a proposal to expand it to 
banks and insurance companies. 

“The law must apply to banks 
and insurance companies, because 
there is virtually no one in the coun¬ 
try who doesn't need the services 
supplied by these organizations,” 
Naomi Chazan (Meretz), the initia¬ 
tor of the proposal explained. 

At the time, most of the com¬ 
mittee supported Chazan’s posi¬ 
tion. Yesterday, however, the 
government warned that if the 
change were introduced, it would 
claim it was a “new matter.” The 
house committee would then have 
to rule on whether the amendment 


could legitimately be included in 
the bill at this late date, and the 
result, committee chairman Tzahi 
Hanegbi (Likud) said, would at 
best be a serious delay in passing 
the bill. The committee therefore 
derided to pass the bill as it stands 
now. and try to push Chazan's 
amendment through at a later 
date. 

However, the government said 
h may still claim “new matter” 
because of Chazan's plan to pro¬ 
pose her amendment to the ple¬ 
num during the bill's second and 
third reading. Hanegbi said he has 
asked the government not to do 
so, on the assumption that amend¬ 
ments not accepted by committees 
are usually defeated in the plenum 
as well. The government will 
make a final decision on the mat¬ 
ter today, Hanegbi said. 

If the plenum does not accept her 
amendment, Chazan said she will 
introduce legislation on the matter. 

Meanwhile, the government an¬ 
nounced at yesterday's meeting 
that it will set up an interminister- 
ial committee this week to study 
the issue. The committee will be 
headed by Hebrew University law 
professor Stephen Goldstein, and 
will include representatives from 
the Justice and Finance Ministries 
and the Bank of Israel. 


Industrial land shortage expected \ taxpayer

DESPITE the rapid development of 3,700 dunams for industry in the 
past two years, a shortage of industrial lands is expected in the coming 
years. Industry and Trade Minister Micha Harish said yesterday. 

Due to the shortage of available land to industry in the country's center, 
the ministry last year created a plan to provide land for industry between 
Ashdod and Haifa to ensure its availability in the coming decade. 

According to the ministry, the government will focus on intercity 
industrial zones as the preferred solution both from an ecological 
perspective and since many services have been established there in the 
past two years. 

In the past six months, demand for industrial land grew dramatically 
as the ministry received 425 requests for 3,000 dunams of land. Based on 
the ministry's estimates, demand for such land will increase si gnifican tly 
during the 1995-97 period. 

The ministry's industrial laud development budget for this year totals 
NIS 350 million compared with NIS 220tn. last year. 

The ministry is developing for the first time industrial zones for the 
Arab population. The government has budgeted NIS 35m. for develop¬ 
ing 5.500 dunams of land in 1994 and 1995.

Levy said only a tax adviser au¬ 
thorized by the Income Tax Au¬ 
thority, a certified accountant or a 
lawyer are allowed to represent 
taxpayers before* the tax 
authorities. 

Levy announced be will use all 
available legal means against tax¬ 
payer “representatives" operating 
without legal authorization. 

Taxpayers entitled to a refund 
can go directly to their local tax 
office to request it, or through an 
authorized representative which is 


empowered to act on their behalf. 

Wage earners are usually enti¬ 
tled to refunds for the following 
reasons: 

1. They did not adjust their tax¬ 
es according to all their income; 

2. They deposited contributions 
to a provident fund (kupat gemel) 
or paid life insurance premiums 
and the corresponding tax deduc¬ 
tions were not included in tax cal¬ 
culations on their wages; 

3. When employers have incom¬ 
plete personal data on their 
employees. 

Last year, there were 85.000 re¬ 
fund requests from wage earners, 
and the government refunded 
NIS 148 million in taxes.

French establishment rallies around Alcatel chairman: 
France's political and financial establishment rallied around 
the chairman of the country’s biggest private industrial 
group, Alcatel Aisthom, yesterday after be became target of 
a judicial investigation.

Suard. who denies the charges, was released on bail of 
one million francs ($184,000) early yesterday by investigating 
judge Jean-Marie d'Huy after a 12-hour grilling by the 
police fraud squad. 

The CNPF, the main employers' group, said it learned 
with “astonishment and emotion” of the charges against 
Suard. 

Its president, Francois Periogot, said he was concerned 
about the effect both on Alcatel, an dectronics and telecoms 
firm, and on French industry as a whole.. Reuter 

Texaco to sdl off half of its oil Odds: Texaco Inc., moving to 
reduce costs and streamline its operations, said yesterday it is 
selling or trading about half of its more than 600 producing 
oilfields in the United States and will cut 2,500 jobs over the 
next 12 months.

UK boosing starts up: Housing starts in Britain rose sharply 
in the three months to May, official figures released 
yesterday showed, indicating part of the country’s 
construction industry was still flourishing despite weakening 
house prices.

THE market yesterday bounced bade 
sharply after weeks of nearly continu¬ 
ous declines. All the factors which 
had pushed rr down turned around, 
thus lifting the market. The question, 
however, still remains whether this is 
a “flash in the pan,” a ample techni¬ 
cal correction or the be ginnin g of 
stabilization. 

The Two-Sided Index rose 3.4%, 
the Maof was up 4% while the Karam 
was steady, posting a 0.03% rise. 
Total turnover was NIS 181 million, 
of which NIS 130m. was on the Two- 
Sided. 

The positive attitude of the provi¬ 
dent. funds during Monday’s trading, 
particularly near the end of the day, 
calmed investors' Tears partially. 
There was, after all, someone on the 
market, even though its behavior 
lacked energy. 

There was also the psychological 
impact that the Two-Sided dropped 
below the ISO line, giving the feeling 
that should declines continue, there 
would be no lower limit to them. 

Statements by President Ezer 
Weizman, Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin and Finance Minister Avraham 
Shohat also have had an impact on 
the market 

It is far from clear, however, that 
the market would have behaved as it 
did cm the basis of (he above factors 
alone. What seems to have carried the 
day was a substantial change in the 
behavior of the mutual funds. By 
mid-morning, it was in a net selling 
position on the basis of redemptions 
estimated at NISlOQm. By noon, 
however, the Pekan (Hapoalim) 
funds posted net purchases of approx¬ 
imately NIS 60m., with purchases 
concentrated in Maof funds that were 
rumored to originate from the bank's 
provident funds. This was instrumen¬ 
tal in changing the mood from down 
to buoyant - it created a change in 
policy on the part of portfolio manag¬ 
ers who stopped selling and started 
buying. 

Only three securities declined on 
the Two-Sided, while there was se¬ 


lectivity in the sharp rises that were 
registered. The banks were generally 
mixed as the two largest commercial 
banks, Lcumi and Hapoalim, traded 
with no change on relatively heavy 
turnovers of NIS 3.2m. and 
NIS 3.5m. respectively, due to expec¬ 
tations of poorer second quarter re¬ 
sults. The smaller banks did better, 
although not too well considering re¬ 
cent declines: First International 
Bank 1 and 5 were up 3% and 3.5% 
respectively and Maritime Bank was 
up 5%. 

Osem was up 8%, ILDC up 7%. 
Africa 1 up 5.8%, Bezek up 43%, 
Koor up 4,7%, and ICL up 4.6%. In 
fact, most Maof securities rose by 
similar amounts, apparently due to 
concentrated buying by Maof funds. 
On the other hand, the securities on 
the Two-Sided, which are not pan of 
the Maof, rose selectively. The secu¬ 
rities which have become identified 
as portfolio managers' securities rose 
sharply: La Nationale up 5%, Meir 
Ezra up 7%, Kardan up 7.4%, ls- 
ramco up 9.8%. 

The major question of course is 
what will the market do today. The 
general bet is it will rise slightly, 
which is what the Maof Options mar¬ 
ket seems to forecast. However, its 
forecast ability has not been particu¬ 
larly impressive in the past 

In the medium term, the big ques¬ 
tion that remains is how much pres¬ 
sure will be fell from clients who are 
liquidating positions in response, 
sometimes willingly, to pressure by 
commercial banks to reduce or elimi¬ 
nate exposure due to insufficient col¬ 
lateral. The Bank of Israel Examiner 
of Banks has requested that the banks 
make appropriate provisions for bad 
or doubtful debts in their June, half- 
year, financial statements. This may 
have encouraged some branches to 
sell securities in accounts where dam¬ 
age control was possible and where 
selling might reduce overall expo¬ 
sure. This may abate in the coming 
days and weeks now that we are in 
the third quarter.

Italy wins after extra time; USA gives 

Italy 2, Nigeria 1 



FOXBORO 
(AP) - FOX¬ 
BORO (AP) - 
Roberto Baggio 
erased Nige¬ 
ria’s lead with 
less than two 
minutes' on the 
dock, then tal¬ 
lied an overtime penalty for the 2-1 
winner as Italy overcame a one-man 
disadvantage and struggled into the 
World Cup quarterfinals yesterday. 

Baggio broke an eight-game scor¬ 
ing drought in the 89th minute to 
level at 1-1, forcing this tournament's 
first overtime game just as Nigeria 
was poised to become the second 
African team to reach the round of 
eight 

Baggio connected again in the 12th 
minute of the first overtime period, 
slotting a penalty off the left post into 
the net after Augustine Eguavoen 
brought down Antonio Benarrivo in 
the area. 

Italy seemed headed for humilia¬ 
tion when second-half substitute 
Gianfranco Zola was sent off for vio¬ 
lent conduct in the 76th minute. 

But the three-time world champi¬ 
ons clawed back for their second win 
with one man down after beating 
Norway 1-0 the same way in the first 
round. 

Italy meets Spain in the quarterfi¬ 
nals on Saturday at Foxboro Stadium. 


Italy's comeback and Nigeria’s 
heartbreak provided the drama in an 
otherwise run-of-the-mill game that 
set a World Cup record of 10 cards - 
nine yellow and one red. 

Nigeria was playing its first Work! 
Cup final round. 

“It was too bad that with two min¬ 
utes to go, we lost control," said 
Nigeria’s Mulhi Adepoju. “The tie 
really killed us.” 

Emmanuel Amnnik e scored off an 
error by I talian captain Paolo Maldzni 
in the 27th minute to give Nigeria the 
halftime edge. 

Italy sent waves of assaults on Pe¬ 
ter Rufai’s goal in the second half and 
much of the first 

But Nigeria's powerful, physical 
defense and its own lade of punch 
kept out Italy until Baggio took a 
serve across the penalty area by Ro¬ 
berto Mussi and tucked a perfect low 
shot into the lower left coma: from IS 
meters.

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Purchase tax on selected items cut 40% 
to reduce smuggling of small appliances 


IN a continuing effort to make the 
smuggling of small electronic appli¬ 
ances less worthwhile, purchase raxes 
will be lowered by 40 percent on 
selected items and the customs ex¬ 
emption for residents returning from 
abroad w2i be raised, the Treasury 
announced yesterday. 

As of Sunday, purchase taxes on 
portable compact disk-players,-tape 
recorders of all types, answering ma¬ 
chines, portable radios and clock ra¬ 
dios will be cut from 85% to 45%. 

The purpose of die move is to 
reduce the price gap between goods 
sold here and abroad, said Value 
Added Tax and Customs director 
Arye Zeif. This, in him, is expected 
to reduce the incentive to smuggle 
those goods. 

Last August, taxes on perfumes, 
cosmetics and watches were lowered, 
and in February, taxes on car radios

In addition to the $200 exemption, 
returning residents will be entitled to 
bring 2 packages of cigarettes, a lim¬ 
ited quantity of alcoholic beverages 
and perfumes and a reasonable 
amount of shoes and personal cloih- 
ing. 

The exemption will become effec¬ 
tive following Knesset finance com¬ 
mittee approval. 

Retailers and importers yesterday 
said they would pass on the purchase 
tax reduction to customers to encour¬ 
age travelers not to personally import 
electrical appliances. 

Yair Lapidot, general manager of a 
household appliance chain, empha¬ 


sized that the tax cuts apply only to 
marginal products. He sard no change 
was made to purchase tax an expen¬ 
sive; products like televisions, videos, 
owns and refrigerators which repre¬ 
sent the majority of the com pany’ s 
sales. 

“{Our company] wQl do its bed to 
pass on the tax culs to customers. The 
market is sot very strong, demand for 
electrical appliances is low partly be¬ 
cause of the faif in the stock wWnimy, 
People have lost money on the stock 
exchange and don’t have any money 
left. There is a definite slowdown in 
the electrical appliance sector,” said

Shan] Alowitz, general manager of 
a co mmunications equi pment import¬ 
ing firm, said they plan to immediate¬ 
ly pass on all of the tax reduction to 
customers, even before existing stock 
runs out.

Former tax official 
jailed for bribery

A FORMER tax inspector was sen¬ 
tenced to two years’ imprisonment 
for bribery yesterday by the Td Aviv 
Magistrates Court 
Eliah n Av raham, 45, of Hbloo, was 
employed by the Tel Aviv tax au¬ 
thorities from 1977-1990 until his ar¬ 
rest by the National Fraud Squad. His 
duties included checking that taxpay¬ 
ers’ balance sheets and payments 
matched amounts owed. 

Aviaham was charged with 14 
counts of receiving bribes from tax¬ 
payers between 1986-1990. He 
would offer to prepare tax reports for 
businessmen, and for a price, would 
reduce the amount of payments owed. 

Avraham was accused of receiving 
thousands of shekels from clients for 
artificially redndng tax payments. 

In his defense, Avraham said he 
was not foe only official employed 
who accepted bribes.

Yi’ud’s Salmovitz may refuse 
to follow faction into coalition

THE Yi’ud faction resumed its coali¬ 
tion negotiations with the Labor Party 
yesterday under the threat of Esther 
Sahnoviiz’s refusal to join the gov¬ 
ernment even if her partners did. 

YPnd sent a fax with its latest 
proposals to Labor yesterday, follow¬ 
ing a marathon mewing of the Yi’ud 
secretariat , which lasted until early 
yesterd ay morning and featured an¬ 
gry e xchanges between Salmovitz 
and her faction colleagues, Gonen 
Segev and Alex Goldfinb. 

The fax included Yi’ud’s amend¬ 
ments to the draft of the coali¬ 
tion agreement drawn up by Labor 
negotiators, including Urn Baram, 
Yossi tCaty, Nissim Zvflli and Eli 
Dayan. 

Yi’ud’s demands include the im¬ 
mediate occupation of 2^00 empty 
apartments in settlements in Judea, 
Sanaa gnrf Gaza, the paving of new 
roads and beefing up of security by 
providing more meters of fencing and 
other measures. 

Goldfinb said Yi’ud had already

Cnesset panel postpones vote 
on Gutman’s faction status

THE Knesset house committee yes¬ 
terday postponed the vote on whether 
to grant Moledet MK Rehavam Ze’e- 
vi’s request to expel Shaul Gutman 
from the faction, because many of foe 
MKs who showed up for the vote 
were not committee members and 
had not heaid the deliberations on the 
issue. 

“It would be a force to hold foe 
vote today,” said Ze’evi’s lawyer, 
Uriel Lynn, who asked the committee 
to postpone the vote after seeing the 
committee's composition. Only sev¬ 
en of tire 15 regular committee mem¬ 
bers showed up for the vote. Another 
seven appeared as substitutes for oth¬ 
er members. 

It was the second time in two 
weeks that tire committee postponed 
its activities because of last-second 
changes in its composition. Two 
weeks ago, committee chairman Hag- 
gai Merom dosed a meeting sched¬ 
uled to hear Labor MKYossi Vananu 
defend himself against a request to 


lift his immunity after several regular 
members foiled to show up or asked 
to be replaced. 

Formally, Ze’evi’s request is for 
the committee to rule that by his 
actions — which include boycotting 
faction meetings and claims by 
Ze’evi that Gutman is hying to estab¬ 
lish a rival political party - Gutman 
deliberately and consciously defected 
from the Moledet faction and is no 
longer a member of it According to 
the law, anyone who defects from a 
faction is not entitled to party funding 
and may not run on any existing party 
list for foe next election. 

The question of Gutman’s status 
may have broader political parlia¬ 
mentary implications ifam just the 
three-man Moledet faction. If the 
committee upholds Ze’evi’s request, 
it may serve as a precedent to oust 
Haim Ramon, Amir Peretz and 
Shmuel Avila] from tire Labor fac¬ 
tion, even if Labor itself does not 
make tire request

Vanunu’s 

immunity

THE Knesset yesterday voted to lift 
the immunity of Labor MK Yossi 
Vanunu. who has been indicted on 
charges of bribery, fraud and viofat- 
tactile public trust 

The vote was 38 to four with three 
abstentions. Vanunu did not partici¬ 
pate. Seventy-five MKs dul not at¬ 
tend foe vote. 

The. four MKs who voted against 
the motion were Arvch Gundid 
(Shas), Abdul Wahab Darawshe 
(Democratic Arab Puny), Moshe 
Maiya (Shas) and Yosef Azmi 
(S has). 

Those who abstained included Yo¬ 
sef Ba-Gad (Tsomet), Walid Sadek 
(Meretz) and Gideon Saguy (Labor). 

Vanunu, who served as'muyor of 
Kiryai Malachi between 1989 and 
1994, b accused of having promised 
a fictitious job to Likud councilman 
Gabi Aloush in 19S9 so Aloufo 
would join the Labor-led city 
coalition. 

He asked the Knesset io lift fab 
immunity so “I can appear in court 
and hold a full airing of the cose to 
prove my complete innocence. 1 do 
not want to hide behind my immuni¬ 
ty. All that 1 have achieved in m\ life 
- in school, at university, in the pro¬ 
fessional and academic fields, wheth¬ 
er as a mayor or an MK - 1 did 
through my own bard work. 1 do no; 
want to leave a blot on myself.” 

He also called on the Knesset tu 
find a way to speed up the legal 
process to he cooM be tried as quick¬ 
ly as possible. 

"The procedures for lifting my im¬ 
munity have already taken a year, so I 
have already suffered a miscarriage 
of justice.” 

House committee chairman Hag- 
gai Merom pointed out ihaf this was 
the fourth time the 13th Knesset had 
voted on lifting the immunity of one 
of its members, ami each time had 
been "traumatic.” 

The procedure was so painful that 
the Knesset should consider handin’; 
over the prerogative to the courts, 
said Merom. 

"There is no shame in this.*’ he 
said. "In a situation where we find it. 
hard to act as quasi-judges and have 
trouble judging an issue on its merits 
and without prejudice, we should 
consider handing the matter over lu 
an institution outside the Knesset.” 


MKs discuss 
amendments 
affecting 
power of PM

THE Knesset law committee yester¬ 
day began dismissing two amend¬ 
ments to foe Basic Law: The Govern¬ 
ment that were removed from foe bill 
instituting direct elections of the 
prime minister as port of a compro¬ 
mise deal to get foe bill passed. 

One amendment, by MK Eticzsr 
Zandberg (Tsomet), would require an 
absolute majority of 70 MKs to vote 
no-confidence in the prime minister. 

However, the committee, at foe 
suggestion of Justice Minister David 
Liba’i and with Zandberg’s consent, 
apparently (dans to reduce foe num¬ 
ber to IS. 

The other, proposed by Tzahi Han¬ 
egbi (Likud), would let the prime 
minister appoint his cabinet without 
Knesset approval. 

Committee chairman Dedi Zucker 
(Meretz) expressed the rationale be¬ 
hind both bills. 

"(The bQl for foe direct election of 
the prime minister] transfers the pow¬ 
er to elect the prime minister from the 
parties— to the sovereign power - the 
people,” he said. 

It is therefore logical to require a 
special majority to overrule the peo¬ 
ple’s choice by a vote of no-confi¬ 
dence, he said. 

Similarly, foe direct election of the 
prime minister gives him “a mandate 
to set up a government [without the 
Knesset’s interference],” Justice 
Ministry representative Shlomo Gu- 
berman noted. 

With foe exception of Yitzhak 
Levy (NRP) and Avraham Ravitz 
(UTJ), all the MKs appeared to sup¬ 
port Hanegbi's bill. 

Levy said his opposition was due 
to a basic conception “that the prime 
minister needs to have foe confidence 
of foe Knesset,” as well as that of the 
people. 

However, the committee was 
sharply split over Zandberg’s bill. 

”My doubts [on this issue] have, 
increased greatly since witnessing the 
behavior of foe prime minister,” said 
MK Ron Nahman (Likud). 

“I see a police force that acts at the 
prime minister's orders; 1 see an army 
that acts at foe prime minister's or¬ 
ders... The minute you give the prime 
minister absolute freedom, you enter 
a dictatorship.” 

Levy, Ravitz and former Justice 
Minister Dan Meridor (Likud) also 
opposed the bill. 

Another biU discussed by the com¬ 
mittee yesterday, which seemed to 
have widespread support, was a pro¬ 
posal by Yehoshua Motza (Likud) to 
fotbid the prime minister from hold¬ 
ing more than two portfolios for a 
period of more than 60 days. 
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
